The phonological inventories of all but one of the Miwok languages are similar. 
They include stops p, dental t (except in Plains), alveolar t, k, and ?; an alveolar or 
palatal affricate, fricatives s, in Central 5, and h\ nasals m, n, and in Sierra rj; and 
approximants w, /, and a palatal glide written). In addition to these consonants, Lake 
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Miwok also contains aspirated and glottalized series of stops and affricates c, c, d, c, 
and A . Callaghan 1964 demonstrates that these sounds were borrowed into Lake with 
lexical loans from unrelated neighboring Patwin, Wappo, and Eastern Porno. All 
contain vowels /, e, a, o, and u. The Eastern languages also contain a high central 
vowel i (written y), and in addition, Plains contains a. Both consonants and vowels 
occur long and short. The syllable canon is CV(-)(C). There is evidence of consonant 
symbolism: ?esel-y- 'child', ?ecel-y- 'baby'; pu -si- 'cat',/?wd 'kitty'. These and other 
examples cited here are Southern Sierra Miwok from Broadbent 1964, with details 
of the original abstract transcription spelled out by Catherine Callaghan. 
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
